A LOST CHILD 


A Little uirl Nl.no Yoara Old Wotidonng 


Around from Two o Glooit in tbe Afternoon 


Until Two at Nlxnt 


About five o'clock Sunday afternoon it 


was reported about the city that a young 
idiotic child about nine years old had 
strayed from its home on Last 1'ike's I'eak 
avenue and no trace of it could be found. 
Mr Thomas Sullivan, the father o( the 
child, notihed the city officers of the fact 
and a uil)|>ent search »as at once com- 
menced. It was learned that the child 
had been seen playing in the vicinity of 
Mr. T. L Johnson's house, on 1 ast Huer- 
fano street, during the latter part of the 
afternoon.

They at 
once started, not even taking time to se 
cure their horses which had strayed some 
distance from camp, They left their camp 
and all thmr effects behind m their an titty 
to get oul'of the country. By following 
tbe mountains they managed to keep un 
der cover and reached Socorro in safety. 
On several ocfasions ihey saw small bands 
of Apaches but by exercising precaution 
they managed to elude the red skins
